A young Venice mother 
rescued her seven-month-old 
infant from a blazing mobile 
home Tuesday, after first 
guiding her two young sons to 
safety, 

Mrs. Gilda McGuire, 23, of 
1220 Douglas Ave., pushed her 
two sons outside the home, 
where a fire had started in the 
living room at 11:50 a.m 
. Tuesday. 

The blaze quickly engulfed 
the dwelling and also destroyed 
a single-story house next door 

After getting Cameron, four 
* years old, and Tyson, two years, 
outside, Mrs. McGuire at 
tempted to return for her 
daughter, Latanya, seven 
months, but the dense smoke

Responding to criticism that a 
suit he filed against the Madison 
County Board encourages non- 
union purchasing by the county, 
Madison County Board Member 
Daniel Partney of Granite City 
announced Wednesday af-, 
ternoon that he intends to in- 
troduce an ordinance which 
would requiré all contractors 
working for the county and 
suppliers of materials to the 
county to pay the prevailing 
wage rate to their employees 

Partney said a suit he filed 
against other county board 
members challenging their 
awarding of a bid for repair of 
sheriff’s department vehicles to 
a union shop “was not a union 
versus non-union issue.”” 

He asserted the non-union 
shop which submitted the 
lowest repair bid had agreed to 
not oppose a union if it wished to 
organize, if the shop received 
the county contract. 

Partney’s suit, which is set 
for a Jan. 20 preliminary 
hearing in. Madison County 
Circuit Court; assails 17 board 
members for turning down a bid

Homes burning to the ground 
while nearby firemen watch or 
ignore fleas for help are 
tragedies which can easily be 
avoided, State Rep. Everett 
Steele (R-Glen Carbon), said 
Tuesday after learning of a fire 
on Chouteau Island which 
routed eight persons from their 
two-story home. 

Mitchell volunteer firemen 
responded last week to a fire at 
the home of James A. Brinker 
on the southern half of Chouteau 
Island, but stopped about one- 
half-mile south of Chain of 
Rocks Road as they got to the 
fire district boundary. 

All the Brinkers could do was 
watch as fire destroyed all of 
their belongings and clothing, 
which were not insured. Only a 
piano was saved. The two-story 
home was destroyed 

State police were told the 
home was in ‘‘a no-man’s land,” 
outside of any fire district, and 
no one responded to help ‘save 
the’ family’s belongings or 
home. 

“It is very sad when this 
happens, but we have been 
doing .a’ great deal of work 
recently to get people assigned 
to fire districts,” Steele said. 

A bill which he sponsored 
became law last year. ‘It gives 
the state fire marshal authority 
to assign properties not in fire 
districts to the nearest non- 
municipal fire department on a 
fee basis. 


“The law says simply that a 
petition signed any five 
homeowners in ari area seeking 
assignment toa fire department 
need only be submitted to the 
state fire marshal, who then is 
to assign that area to a fire 
department for a two-year 
period,” Steele said. 

The law calls for persons so 
assigned to a fire department to 


pay 3280 to Shoo for each fite call 
to their homes. 

After two or three years of 
assignment to a department) 
the fire marshal is to call fora 
referendum in the area 80 
residents may vote on whether 
to join a fire protection distritt

Southern Illinois University 
at Carbondale agricultural 
economist Walter J. Wills is not 
greatly impressed by some of 
the optimistic state-of-the- 
economy pronouncements he’s 
been hearing and reading 
lately. 

Since it is a popular year-end 
diversion to knock out “‘ten 
best” or “top ten” lists (best 
dressed, best sellers, most 
admired, etc.), Wills has looked 
at 1978 in terms of what he sees 
as the ten most pressing 
economic problems. 

For overactive post-New 
Year celebrants, it’s likely to be 
sobering: 

INFLATION—“All elements 
are present for double-digit 
inflation,’ Wills warns. ‘One 
thing that kept, it from being 
worse in 1977 was the depressed: 
farm price level resulting from 
relatively large world grain 
crops. A slight change in world 
weather conditions can alter the 
situation rapidly.” 

UNEMPLOYMENT—‘'It 
didn’t change much in 1977 and 
there are few signs of further 
improvement. If more workers 
do not increase output enough to 
pay the cost of added labor, 
there is little inducement for 
more employment. Emphasis 
on a minimum work week and 
maximum fringe benefits, 
rather than greater produc- 
tivity, is a basic problem." 

FEDERAL DEBT—‘There 
have been few years ‘since 
World War II that the federal 
government has not spent more 
than it collected. This may have 
helped people get elected, but 
the day is rapidly approaching 
when we must pay the con- 
sequences of such free-spending 
actions. 

““Government deficit 
financing adds fuel to in- 
flationary forces in the 
economy.” 

U.S. TRADE DEFICIT— 
“The United States has had 
substantial annual trade 
deficits since the oil embargo of 
the early ‘70s. Recent major 
weaknesses of the U.S. dollar on 
foreign markets suggest that 
additional devaluations may 
take place.” 

INCREASED ~ CONSUMER 
DEBT—‘ ‘Consumers’ debts 
increased rapidly in 1977, To 
cover interest and repay’ the 
debts, many consumers will be 
forced either to restrict pur- 
chases or take bankruptcy. This 
may adversely affect the 
soundness of many lending 
agencies, including banks, and

Events of the past year have 
demonstrated the region's 
ability to regain and retain its 
role as a crossroads for in- 
dustry, commerce and tourism, 
and Bi-State activities reflected 
this ability. 

Bi-State’s negotiations with 
the Army Corps of Engineers 
resulted in acquisition of the 
regional port's first fireboat, 
the initial step in plans for a 
coordinated port safety 
program. 

The Bi-State Parks Airport 
has been recognized by various 
agencies and private firms as a 
possible commuter airline 
facility and industrial park site 
to attract airborne commercial 
activities. 

The agency's discussions with 
American Commercial Barge 
Lines may lead to construction 
of an important rail-to-river 
coal transfer station, and Bi- 
State is continuing to work with 
many interested parties to 
determine_the feasibility of a 
system of solid waste disposal, 
resource recovery and. power 
generation. 

Public transit, too, is 
dependent on a cooperative 
approach to operate efficiently. 

During the past year nearly 
400 new buses have been put 
into service; 20 bus routes have 
been added, including in- 
novative neighborhood cir- 
culator lines. 

Persons in wheelchairs may 
now ride a network of 22 routes 
aboard buses equipped with lift 
devices, the first fully ac- 
cessible regular-line service in 
the nation; and overall rider- 
ship on the system rose more 
than four percent. 

More important to attainment 
of the area’s long-range tran- 
sportation goals, however, is an 
appreciation of Bi-State’s 
founding premise of faithful 
cooperation is all levels so that 
the agency, the people served, 
and their elected officials may 
benefit from the ultimate goal: 
frequent, dependable mass 
transportation provided at a 
cost all can afford which is 
equitably assessed in relation to 
the services provided. 

The St. Louis area currently 
has one of the nation's lowest 


fares and most modern bus 
fleets. 

However, an interdependence 
is undeniable: service im- 
provements depend upon 
federal grants which are 
predicated upon local financial 
support, which requires con- 
‘tinuation: by local officials who 
ultimately answer to the transit 
system's passengers. - 

Bi-State's overall plans for 
1978 obviously hinge upon multi- 
leyel cooperation, and the 
agency’s Board of Com- 
missioners will consider a 
variety of matters already 
proposed, including. Downtown 
People Mover-Light Rail 
Vehicles; Gateway Arch and 
Convention Center parking, and 
a major renovation’ of transit 
servicing facilities. 

Equally significant, however, 
will be those projects not now 
under consideration — projects 
that have not -yet been 
suggested for Bi-State in- 
volvement but in which the 
agency may be able to suc- 
cessfully participate.

Quad-City area traffic 
fatalities during 1977 dropped 
25.9 per cent below those of the 
previous year, mainly because 
of a 120-day period in which no 
traffic deaths occurred during 
the last four months of the year. 
, The 120-day period without a 
traffic fatality in the Quad-City 
area, or deaths ..of area 
residents in other localities, was 
a record in recent years, 
although a three-month period 
without such fatalities marked 
the first three months of 1976. 

Statistics compiled by the 
Press-Record show that a total 
of 20 persons died as the result 
of traffic accidents during the 
first eight months of 197, 

This compared with 16 traffic 
deaths in the first eight months 
of 1976, but 11 persons died that 
year during the last four 
months, for,a total of 27. 

There were no traffic 
fatalities involving Quad- 
Cityans in September, October, 
November and December last 
syear, making a total of 20 
fatalities for the year.

critical of Partney's stand, he 
reported 

He said, “I have let critics 
hammer at me and use it 
politically, and.I cannot let it go 
on any longer. 

“They say Lam an enforcer of 
non-union labor. I am in favor of 
union contractors doing union 
work.: 

“Since I was 16 years old, I 
have been a union meer 
first in the Retail Clerks~akd 
then the Sheet Metal Workers, 
and I am now a member of 
Teamsters Local 525. 

“Granite Sheet Metal, in 
which I am a partner, employs 
all union people and has done so 
for 27 years. 

“Thomas and Mercer Mor- 
turaries, in which I am a part- 
ner, use employees who are all 
members of Teamsters Local 
525,” he said. 

Partney said the county does 
a great deal of business with 
non-union firms and added, “If 
the county's policy was to use 
only union contractors, I would 
support it.”” 

He said, ‘'William Webb, a 
county board member, is 
quoted in the Press-Record as 
voting for the Beuckman 
contract because he says he is a 
union, member and feels the 
county should do business with 
sunion firms. 

“Yet the Health Services 
Committee, of which Webb is 
chairman, has purchased about 
$13,000 worth of meat in the last 
six months from a meat com- 
pany which has locked out its 


union employees and has hired . 


non-union workers at a lower 
scale,” Partney contended. 

He also asserted that the 
official minutes of the county 
board are printed monthly by a 
firm which he said dropped out 
‘of the printers’ union five years 
ago. 

Partney said some of the 
pharmacies from which the 
county purchases drugs have 
employees who are not mem- 
bers of retail clerk unions, in- 
cluding Midtawn Pharmacy in 
Granite City,!which he said is 
owned by Granite City Mayor 
Paul Schuler) and~a Madison 
County sheriff candidate, 
Donald Vaughn.

The month of March also went 
by: without a traffic death, 
making a total of five months of 
1977 in which there were no 
traffic fatalities. Statistics on 
fatalities include those persons 
killed in traffic accidents within 
the area, as well as Quad-City 
residents who are injured 
fatally in accidents occurring 
elsewhere. 

While the number of ttaffic 
deaths dropped substantially, 
the total number of accidents 
which involved injuries 
déclined considerably, as did 
the number of drivers or 
passengers who were injured in 
those accidents. 

During the 12 months of last 
year, 642 accidents occurred in 
which 955 persons were injured. 
The statistics do not include 
those accidents which only 
involve property damage. 

This compares with a total of 
776 accidents in which 1,111 
persons were hurt during 1976.

He said he is having a draft 
resolution prepared which 
would require all bidders with 
the county to certify that they 
will pay their employees the 
prevailing wage for the area 
when doing work for the county, 

That resolution will, be sub- 
mitted to the legislative com- 
mittee, which could then make 
a recommendation on it to the 
full county board, possibly at 
the board’s February rheeting, 
he said. 

“This is based on the Davis- 
Bacon Act provisions that the 
federal government uses on all 
its bid specifications. 

“It does not require union 
labor, but would assure that 
union wages are paid for any 
work done for the county,” 
Partney explained. 

He said the resolution will 
seek to have a copy of the 
requirement attached to every 
set of specifications let out for 
bidding.

Boswell, in addition to a 
promise that he would not in- 
terfere with employees if they 
wanted to organize, also 
promised he would purchase a 
wheel-alignment unit if he got 
the county contract, according 
to Partney 

The county board member 
said there is no truth to com- 
ments by some board members 
that Boswell might have had to 
contract out much of the work.

In the second round of bid- 
ding, Beuckman reduced its bid 
and Boswell underbid the 
Collinsville firm, Partney said.

and pay the regular taxes for 
that district, he explained. 

“If they turn down the 
proposition, the fire marshal 
may assign that area to a fire 
department for two more years, 
and then two additional years, a 
maximum of six years. If they 
have then not joined a fire 
protection district, they may be 
left unprotected,”” Steele said. 

He noted there has been good 
response since the bill became 
law and residents of several 
areas have approached him for 
information on how to be 
assigned to a fire department. 

“It is my understanding that 
several areas have been 
assigned to the Long Lake and 
Mitchell fire department, but 
there still are a few areas left 
unprotected,” he added. 

It was explained the original 
bill submitted by Steele called 
for assignment to the nearest 
fire department, but the Illinois 
Municipal League objected to 
including municipal fire 
departments, so the bill was 
amended to exclude city 
departments. 

“This does not preclude 
residents of unprotected areas 
negotiating with the nearest 
municipal fire department or 
any fire district for inclusion or 


protection under a contractual 
agreement,” he said. 

Persons residing close to a 
fire department may seek 
agreement with that depart- 
ment for fire protection, either 
with an annual fee or by an 
agreed-upon amount to be paid 
for each fire call, he elaborated. 

The bill is designed to aid 
persons who cannot afford fire 
insurance because their homes 
are not in fire districts. Steele 
said he will be glad to help 
anyone attempting to be 
assigned to a fire district and 
may be reached at the Steele- 
Kunnemann Agency, at 876- 
0252.

smoke: and heat, grabbed 3- 
year-old Ben Gordon and ran 
down the front stairway and 
outside. She then awoke neigh- 
bors who called the fire 
department.

When firemen arrived, 
flames had broken through the 
roof.

Bell administered car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation and 
got the child breathing again. 


At the hospital emergency 
room, soot and smoke were 
flushed from Lonnie’s lungs and 
he was transferred to Cardinal 
Glennon Hospital. Enroute to 
the Missouri hospital, he 
stopped breathing a second 
time and the same attendants 
restored his breathing again.

met to qualify for use of 
Community Development 
funds. 

The mayor noted that the 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment Agency has ruled out the 
city’s sewer repair program as 
qualifying for use of funds 
under the new guidelines, 
although part of the Nameoki 
area might be qualified through 
anew application for work to be 
done only in ‘‘low to moderate 
income” areas, which is one of 
the qualifying criteria. 

Mayor Schuler noted that the 
city actually has not “‘lost’’ the 
$270,000 in Community 
Development funds, since it 
may be spent for other projects 
that do qualify. Still, he said, the 
funds may not be used in’ the 
sewer repair program for which 
the allotment originally was 
intended. 

In. addition, Schuler ex- 
plained, HUD has ruled that all 
funds spent for sewer repairs 
since last June are being con- 
sidered under the ruling, which 
means that work done -by the 
sewer division since June 30 will 
have to be paid out of the city’s 
general funds. 

The issue came before the 
aldermen in a request by 
Portell for direction in further 
operation of the sewer program 
since Community Development 
funds are no longer available. 

He told the council that two 
major sewer breaks remain to 
be repaired after the sewer 
division completes work on the 
O'Hare and Kilarney avenues 
sewer, now under way, is 
completed. He said about’ two 
weeks work remains on that 
project. 

Those still to be repaired 
which will include excavating 
and possibly dewatering are 
breaks at East 24th Street and 
Anchorage and off Wabash 
Avenue between Pontoon and 
Amos Avenue. Bypass pumping 
still continues at these 
locations, he said. 5 

In addition, Portell said, there 
are four other breaks which are 
not pressing at this time: 

Alderman Sam Whitmer 
urged an immediate shutdown 
of the sewer work, noting that 
“we are going to need money, 
for the new police station and 
for a number of things. I think 
the sewer work should be cut off 
until we can determine where 
we stand financially.” 

Whitmer noted: that the city 
‘still is involved in negotiations:

Gerald Parmley, alderman of 
Ward Six, said he agreed with 
Whitmer and that the council 
first should determine the 
possible source of funds for the 
sewer work before any further 
money is spent out of the 
general fund. 

Paul Ray Bowler, alderman 
of the Seventh Ward and 
chairman of the council's 
Finance Committee, em- 
phasized that the city is'soon to 
begin its consideration of the 
new 1978-79 operating budget 
and that the city is confronted 
with substantial anticipated 
expenditures, not the least of 
which will be higher salaries for 
all city employees. 

The sewer repair problem 
was referred to the Street and 
Alley Committee on a-motion by 
Ronald Coleman of the Seventh 
Ward. The Street and Alley

Monroe Brewer, city 
engineer, told the aldermen that 
the project ‘fell by the 
wayside” after it became ap- 
parent that an effort to obtain 
financing under the Federal Aid 
to Urban System (FAUS) 
program ‘might endanger 
funding for the proposed 
overpass between downtown 
and West Granite City. 

The matter came before the 
aldermen Tuesday night when 
Harland Bartholomew & 
Associates, St. Louis planning 
engineers, billed the city for 
$8,239 as the balance of a total 
bill of $14,058 for handling the 
engineering work and 
preparing design plans for the 
proposed project. 

Planning to enlarge the in- 
tersection and install electric 
traffic’ signals began in 
November- 1974 when the city 
appropriated $80,000 in motor 
fuel tax money to finance the 

project. 

\At that time the city an- 
ipated financing of 90 percent 

of the cost under the Federal 
Safety Act, although the city 
was required to advance the 
cost and then receive reim- 
bursement. 

The city contracted with 
Harland Bartholomew and 
Associates to handle the 
engineering and to prepare 
design plans for the project 

Brewer explained the city

then ran into a problem in 
acquisition of right-of-way, 
particularly from the owners of 
Houser Automotive. The 
deadline for funding under the 
Federal Safety Act was June 
1975, Brewer said. 

The city then applied to shift 
the financing to the FAUS 
program.

In a letter to the city 
presented Tuesday night, 
Stanley Dolecki, associate 
partner of the engineering firm, 
suggested that because of the 
“dormant status’ of the 
project, the engineering con- 
tract be terminated. 

A listing of engineering 
services totaling $14,058, 
against which the city had made 
payments of $5,819, was in- 
cluded in the letter, with $8,239 
given as the balance due. 

Council members voted to 
refer the bill to City Attorney 
Lance Callis to check the costs 
and determine what amount is 
due. 

Alderman Roy Poulos of the 
Third Ward remarked: 

“Then we're left with a white 
elephant?” 

“That's about the extent of 
it,” Brewer replied. 

Plans to signalize the in- 
tersection were developed after 
the City Council in 1974 
designated 18th Street as a 
truck route designed to route 
heavy truck traffic around the 
downtown section. 

Use of the route presents a 
problem, however, in truck 
movements in and out of 
Madison Avenue at 18th Street.

More funds 
for site of 
state college 


Governor Jamies R. Thomp- 
son has released $112,000 in 
Capital Development Board 
bond funds to complete the 
purchase of about 25 acres of 
land for the permanent campus 
of the State Community College 
of East St. Louis. 

“These monies will provide a 
significant state commitment to 
the redevelopment plans of the 
East St. Louis community,” he 
commented. 

“This new educational 
facility will take shape in the 
heart of the city’s redevelop- 
ment area as a demonstration 
of this administration’s in- 
tention to help the people 
revitalize their city.” 


The downtown East St. Louis- 


site acquisition will cost 
$440,000, which includes $328,000 
in bond funds previously 
released by the governor. 

The initial campus con- 
struction and land purchase 
project will total $7.2 million in 
state funds. This will include 
construction of three 
buildings—an academic and 
administration building, a 
learning resources center 
building, and phase I of a skills 
training ‘center building. 

The academic and ad- 
ministration building will have 
classrooms and laboratories for 
general education, including 
chemistry, biology, physics and 
mathematics, as well as in- 
struction in secretarial skills, 
data processing, electronics 
and various health-related 
professions. The administration 
area will hold administrative 
offices, records storage, a 
counseling center and computer 
facility 

The learning resources center 
will house a library, dining hall 
and bookstore. 

The skills training center 
building will include facilities 
for instruction in welding, 
graphic arts, auto mechanics, 
auto body repair and heating, 
ventilation and air-conditioning 
technology. 


Completion of the land 
acquisition is expected this 
month, with construction to 
begin in the fall. Completion of 
the structure is anticipated in 
the fall of 1980. 


The entire amount of state 


funds required for the project’ 


has been provided in ap- 
propriations approved by the 
governor and the General 
Assembly.

Early family life molds young pupils 


By KAREN BURNS 

The key to elementary 
education is a child’s family 
life, according to a professor of 
elementar; education at 
Southern Tilinois University at 
Edwardsville,” 

Dayid Bear, former chairman 
of the Department of 
Elementary! and Early 
Childhood Education, has said 
that if education is to be im- 
proved, it must start at home. 

He stressed that the first five 
years of a child’s life are the 


most important, as a child’s 
intellect often depends upon his 
home environment during these 
years. « 

Bear said that until the child 
reaches kindergarten, his home 
life shapes the language, ideas, 
and concepts of his en- 
vironment. He believes it is 
important, therefore, that the 
child be intellectually 
stimulated during this time. 

He also said that though the 
child can be taught through day 
care centers, it, is most im- 


portant to strengthen family 
life. This can be done, he said, 
by teaching responsible 
parenthood or expanding “the 
child’s experiences. 

But Bear feels it is not yet 
known exactly how the school 
can deal with a deficit in a 
child’s home environment. He 
explained that children who’are 
intellectually stimulated often 
will need continuation of this 
type of stimulation once they 
enter school. f 

When school takes over, Bear 


said, the child is usually taught 
within a group unless he shows 
unique talents for a parti¢ular 
skill. If this happens, the child is 
taught on an individual basis. 

Bear explained that  in- 
dividual teaching is preferable 
to “skipping” the child from 
grade to grade. He said one 
reason for this is that the child 
may only be proficient in one 
area, and individual tutoring 
would help strengthen only this 
one area. 

Bear received his master’s 


degree and doctorate from 
Washington University. He was 
an elementary school principal 
in Alton before joining the SIUE 
faculty in 1957. He will be 
retiring from the university on 
Feb. 28 but will hold the rank of 
professor emeritus. 

During the past 21 years, he 
has-seen many changes, in- 
cluding more emphasis placed 
on the child and his needs. 

He added that though 
teachers are better prepared, 
the school as a social institution 
has not éhanged as rapidly as 
other social institutions. Bear 
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sees resistance mostly on the 
part of the parents. He said they 
are.used to the “old way of 
doing things.”” 

“We are somewhat creatures 
of tradition,” said Bear. “‘We 
accept scientific development, 
but we don’t accept new ideas in 
social systems.” 

Bear hopes to continue 
teaching in a_ part-time 
capacity. He would also like to 
consult in the area of reading, 
and may also consider private 
tutoring for children with 
reading problems.

Student tells of . 
railroad disaster 


The January issue of Illinois 
History magazine — a 
publication for teenagers 
sponsored by the Illinois State 
Historical Society — has as its 
theme disasters in Illinois. 

One of the articles is by Allan 
Shepard, a student at Granite 
City High School South, Richard 
S. Taylor, supervisor, school 
services, Illinois State 
Historical Library, points out. 

Text of Shepard's article 
follows: 

One of the worst tragedies 
ever to occur in Madison County 
was a rail accident and ex- 
plosion at the village of Wann 
(East Alton). 

On Jan. 21, 1893, the Big Four 
Railroad’s Southwestern 
Limited steamed toward Wann 
at 47 miles per hour, 

It was due in Wann at 8:48 
a.m. but was 13 minutes behind 
schedule. On the“outskirts of 
town, the train jumped an open. 
switch and shot headlong into a 
string of tank cars filled with 
coal oil. 

Upon impact, two tank cars 
burst and caught fire, setting 
ablaze the engine and the first 
two cars of the Limited. 

Just prior to the crash, the 
engineer set his brakes and 
instructed his firemen to jump 
from the right side of the 
engine. 

The engineer went out the 

left, where he was engulfed in 
flames and killed. All that 
remained of his body was the 
trunk, His limbs were com- 
pletely burned off. 
» The fireman escaped with 
only minor cuts and bruises, 
and none of the passengers was 
seriously injured. 

A railroad rescue crew and 
medical team headed by Dr. W. 


Haskell arrived on the scene in 
minutes, and a group of local 
residents gathered around. —~ 

‘After tending to the injured, 
Dr. Haskell, his medical team, 
and the majority of passengers 
headed back toward town. 

A railroad spokesman, 
fearing that the rest of the oil 
might explode, advised 
bystanders to leave. . 

Just a quarter of a mile from 
the scene, the rescue crew and 
medical team heard a muffled 
“poof” and felt a surge of heat 
that singed their eoats. 

Turning toward scene, | 
they saw an explosion in the 
noon sky so great that its 
brightness blocked the sun. 

When the force of the ex- 
plosion hit the ground, it 
reportedly shook the earth and 
lasted a half minute. 

‘As the roar died away, the 
crew heard the screams of the 
crowd as sheets of flaming oil 
and metal rained down on them, 

The fire burned for 300 yards 
in every direction. 

Peopie within 100 yards of the 
explosion had little or nechance 
of escaping. 

Twenty-three people died 
immediately, At least 75 were 
injured, and 18 more died in the 
next few days. 

Many observers blamed 
railroad switchman Albert L. 
Gratten for the tragedy. 

Although: never proven guilty, 
Gratten, who had been working 
for the railroad only a month, 
was accused of leaving the 
switch open. 

He denied the charge of 
carelessness until his death, but 
this did little to console the 
families of those who died in the 
Wann train disaster.

The anti-Washington feeling 
is so strong — and sometimes 
actions by those of us in 
Washington encourage it — that 
people outside of Washington do 
not recognize there are 
dedicated public servants who 
serve the national interest well 

Let me mention two, one a 
Democrat and one a 
Republican, both ‘of whom face 
serious challenges in the near 
future. * 

The Democrat is 
Congressman Morris Udall of 
Arizona. 

A lanky former basketball 
player, he combines wit with 
wisdom and compassion. 

Chairman of the House 
Interior Committee, more than 
anyone else he is responsible for 
the adoption of legislation which 
puts some sensible restrictions 
on strip-mining, so that we do 
not wake up some day needing 
food ‘and finding much of our 


- land devastated. 


Right now he is pushing a bill 
which calls for a commission to 
look at our free enterprise 
system and how we can make it 
healthier. 

He points out, for example, 
that 20 years ago 400 of the top 
500 largest corporations listed 
each year by Fortune magazine 
controlled two-thirds of the 
nation’s corporate wealth. 

Now, 200 of the top 500 control 
two-thirds of the nation’s 
wealth. Udall asks, “Where will 
we be 20 years from now?” ,. 

He believes — and I agree — 
that we should be taking a hard 
look at the concentration of 
economic wealth to determine 
whether it could undermine the 
free enterprise system that has 
contributed so much to the 
vitality of this nation. 

That type of fresh thinking, 
and practical approach, is 
typical of Mo Udall — once a 
presidential candidate but 
always a leader. oer 

Rep. John Anderson of Rock- 
ford, Ill., is the number three 
person in the GOP leadership 
hierarchy. 

His voting record differs from 
Udall’s on many issues. 

But he’ shares’ the quality’ of 
great ability with Udall. 

When John Anderson gets up 
to speak, the House listens. He 
is one of the finest natural 
orators of the House. 

But it is not just the style of 


what he has to say that counts; 
it is what he has to say. 

He is willing to take un- 
popular stands, an essential 
ingredient for an effective 
leader. 

His stand in support of the 
Panama Canal treaties, for 
example, is not popular. But he 
knows that it is important for 
our national interest that the 
treaties are ratified. 

When Gerald Ford's 1976 vice- 
presidential candidate was 
uncertain, there were many 
who’ favored Anderson. Time 
magazine included his picture 
and listed him as a likely 
prospect. 

Udall and Anderson are from 
different parts of the country, 
from different parties, with 
different backgrounds. 

But both are respected 
members of Congress who 
contribute in a substantial way 
to making our nation finer. 

So long as the two political 
parties continue to purduce 
people of the caliber of Udall 
and Anderson, -there will be 
hépe that we can preserve what 
is best about the United States, 
as we meet the opportunities to 
build a better tomorrow.

State regulation of hospital rates sought 


Has public concern about 
rising hospital costs reached the 
point that state regulation 
should be considered? 

Yes, in the view of speakers at 
last night’s Tri-Cities Area 
Chamber of Commerce board 
meeting, held at the Granite 
City Army Installation, with 
President Roger Higgins 
presiding. 

Dr. George T. Wilkins Jr. of 
Granite City, president of the 
Illinois State Medical Society, 
was guest speaker. 

Also presenting talks were 
three St. Elizabeth Hospital 
administrators, Executive 
Vice-President Ted Eilerman, 
Controller Frank McGinnis and 
Assistant Controller Jerry 
Bolandis. 

They spoke for passage by the 
Illinois General Assembly of 
Health Finance Authority 
legislation that has been in- 
troduced. 

While aware of some 
disadvantages of creating a 
state commission to regulate 
hospitals and approve or 
disapprove of rate changes, the 
speakers said St. Elizabeth 
Hospital has nothing to fear 
from such scrutiny because it 
operates with higher efficiency 
‘than most, and plows back ail

The chief problem _con- 
fronting hospitals in Illinois 
today is the fact that Medicare 
and Medicaid payments amount 
to only 85 cents of each dollar of

Another problem the 
general escalation of costs — 
may be curbed now that 
regional health systems 
agencies are acting to avoid 
duplication of costly health care

The proposed Mlinois Health 
Finance Authority Act (SB-1060 
and HB-2339), would establish 
the Illinois Health Finance 
Authority as the sole entity in 
this state empowered to ap- 
prove hospital rates. 

Rates so established would be 
binding on all Illinois hospitals. 

The proposed law designed 
to: 


A. Promote effective and

economic delivery of quality 
hospital services. 

B. Establish an equitable and 
manageable system to assure 
all purchasers of services ‘that 
hospital rates are equitably 
determined. 

C. Provide for a method of 
apportioning hospital financial 
requirements without unfair 
discrimination. 

D. Provide for a mechanism 
that can prospectively assess 
the reasonableness of a 
hospital's financial 
requirements and its rate 
structure 

The nine-member Authority 
created by the legislation would 
consist of five public members, 
two representatives of “third- 
party payers’ and _ two 
representatives of Illinois 
hospitals. 

Only the five public members 
would be entitled to vote on 
matters concerning hospital 
rate requests and the 
Authority's policies and 
procedures, Chamber directors 
were told. 

The Authority would be 
responsible for reporting an- 
nually to the governor and the 
members of the General 
Assembly , concerning _ its 
goals, ob

formance. 

To finance this program, the 
Authority would levy and 
collect an annual fee from each 
hospital. 

Fees collected by the 
Authority would be deposited in 
a specially earmarked.fund and 
could only be expended upon 
appropriations authorized by 
the Illinois General Assembly. 

The Authority would be 
empowered to develop and 
adopt following. public 
hearings — a uniform system of 
financial reporting for 
hospitals. 

It would have the power to 
request copies of any of the 
rates, costs, income, utilization, 
and services of a hos; 1. 

Although the Authority would 
be prohibited from acting as a 
health planning entity, it would 
have to abide by the deter- 
minations of the regional health 
planning agencies and provide 
assistance to those agencies 
upon their request. 

The Authority could conduct 
reviews or investigations to 
determine whether a hospital's 
rates are reasonably related to 
its financial requirements and if 
they apply equitably to all. 

The Act would require under 


per-

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normal circumstances that the 
hospital must provide a full 90- 
calendar-day notification to the 
Authority — with ‘appropriate 
supporting documentation 
prior to the effective 
date of a rate change. 

The Act would require the 
Authority to recognize, in 
establishing rate structures, 
only the reasonable and 
necessary financial 
requirements of a hospital. 

It was developed around the 
premise that, for a rate setting 
system to be effective, all major 
third-part? groups must agree, 
or be bound by law, to. par- 
ticipate. 

Therefore, provisions have 
been incorporated into the 
proposed law to relieve both 
providers and those who pay 
from being compelled :to abide, 
by the rates approved ‘by, the 
Authority, if the federal or state 
government elects, not to par- 
ticipate in or not to comply with 
the provisions of the law. 

To encourage efficiency on 
the part of the hospitals, the 
Authority would provide 
positive and negative incentives 
to recognize situations in which 
@ hospital’s management 
operated more or less ef- 
fectively than anticipated.

Making a garment with the 
least expenditure of time, 
energy, and money while still

The Granite City High School 
South soccer team and its 
coaches were honored by the 
Granite City Rotary Club 
Tuesday at a luncheon held in 
the YMCA. 

The South team won the 
Illinois. state soccer cham- 
pionship two years in a row, 
1976 and 1977. 

Gene Baker‘is the head South 
soccer coach, 

The guest Speaker was Ray 
Sonnenberg, a National Foot- 
ball League official and also 
vice-president of an Edgemont 

nk. 


Sonnenberg stressed deter- 
mination, dedication and goal- 
setting, both in athletics and 
life. 

He told the South players and 
Rotarians that athletics teach a 
person to be successful in life. 

Giving examples of success 
by these three points, be noted 
that Tom Dempsey, place 
kicker in professional football 
for the Los Angeles Rams, was 
born with only one and a half 
feet and one and a half hands. 

Despite this handicap, Son- 
nenberg noted, in 1973 when 
Dempsey was with the New 
Orleans Saints he kicked a 63- 
yard field goal against the 
Detroit Lions, winning the game 
for his team 19-17 as time ran 
out 

After many months of 
practice, Frank Shorter, a 
marathon runner preparing for 
the 1972 Olympics, sprained his 
ankle and was about to give up 
when his wife gave him the 
encouragement to continue and 
began running with him. 

According to Sonnenberg, the 


Olympic athlete and his wife 
ran 17 miles a day and chalked 
up a total of 24,000 miles while in 
training. Shorter went on to 
achieve success as a_ long- 
distance runner. 

Sonnenberg recalled that 
Mark Spitz boasted a little 
about his belief that he was 
going to win five gold medals in 
the 1968 Olympics but only won 
three. 

He received some ridicule 
about his earlier boast, but set 
his goals higher for the 1972 
Olympics and won seven gold 
medals, breaking seven world 
records and seven United States 
records. 

Sonnenberg told the group 
that Spitz swam 14,000 miles in 
practice to prepare himself — 
equal to swimming from San 
Francisco to Tokyo, Japan, and 
back. 

Sonnenberg also pointed with 
pride to Granite City’s Mark 
Goldschmidt, formerly a South 
soccer player, who was named 
twice as an all-American and 
three times as all-state. 

He said that a person needs to 
practice like Goldschmidt. or 
Spitz and have “‘the dedication 
and goals it takes to be a real 
champion in sports or life.”” 

Rotary President Donald 
Schaffner presented a plaque to 
Coach Baker honoring: the 
team’s accomplishments. 

The plaque is to hang in the 
new Granite City Township 
Building, rather than with other 
soccer awards at South High. 

Schaffner said the location 
will enable more local citizens 
to see it and appreciate the 
accomplishments of the soccer 
team.

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Firefighting ‘no man’s land’ areas here can be eliminated 


A wave of tragic fires here last week and. 
this week has called attention ‘to the 
hazards of the residential 
season—and has spotlighted the fact that 
some relatively isolated areas continue to 
lack fire protection service. 

Legislation introduced by State 
Representative Everett Steele and enacted 
into law a year ago provides a ‘solution for 
those not served by a fire department, if 
they take the necessary action 

“Several areas haye been assigned to the 
Long Lake and Mitchell fire districts, but 
there still are a few areas left unprotected” 
in the Quad-Cities, Rep. Steele told the 
Press-Record this week. 

One of the unprotected areas, a portion 
of Chouteau Island, was the scene of a fire 
Dec. 30 that left a family homeless. Eight 
persons fled the blazing residence,

neighborhood petition for inclusion within 
a firefighting district. In such instances, 
the state fire marshal has authority to 
assign the homes to the nearest non- 
municipal fire department on a fee basis. 

Reassignments can be made up to a 
maximum of six years, during which 
elections can be held to formally join a 
district and pay taxes instead of fees. 

The law also permits residents to 
negotiate with the nearest municipal. or 
non-municipal fire district for protection 
under a contractual agreement, based on a 
specified amount per call or per year. 

The Illinois General Assembly has tried 
hard to eliminate ‘situations in which no 
emergency firefighting help can be 
obtained. Residents without fire service 
can and should act promptly to utilize such 
a constructive law. 


Profit motive provides the incentive to improve products 


Illinois Farm Bureau—One of the risks 
of editorial commentary is that it must be 
so compressed as to run the risk of failing 
to do justice to the subject. Nonetheless, 
we assume that risk. in order to call 
attention to a recent series of three articles 
by Illinois Congressman Tom Railsback in 
which he makes some astute observations 
about America’s free enterprise system. 

Coincidentally to the birth of America, 
Railsback points out, it was in 1776 that a 
professor at the University of Glasgow in 
Scotland wrote a book entitled “Wealth of 
Nations.” The name was Adam 
Smith. 

In his book, Professor Smith spelled out 
an economic system based on three key 
principles-the right to private ownership 
of property, the need for a profit motive, 
and the marketplace that 
customers ultimately determine the goods 
that are produced. These principles wer 
to be the foundation of what we know as 
the free enterprise system. 

Our newly-born nation, whether the 
framers of our Constitution realized it or 
not, was to become the laboratory to test 
Adam Smith's ideas 

Today, this nation’s economy still relies 
predominantly on Smith's concept‘of the 
free marketplace. The push and pull of 
supply and demand—and signals from high 
or low prices and wages, Railsback points 
out—determine what goods will be 
produced, how those goods will be 
produced, and how those goods will be 
distributed among the people.

Not least among the benefits of the free 
enterprise system have been the 
technological advances that were made 
possible. For example, says Cong. 
Railsback, “competition in the free 
marketplace allowed development of 
simple agricultural tools used 200 years 
ago into the sophisticated equipment we 
take for granted today. The profit motive 
provided the incentive for improvement 
on existing designs to attract more 
customers than the compgtjtion.” 

Free enterprise also is *SHonomous with 
opportunity. Under our market system 
men and women from all walks of life have 
the freedom to develop abilities and 
talents--regardless of their economic 
status, race, religion or sex. 

In reality, Railsback points out, free 
enterprise is part and parcel of the totality 
of liberties that make up a free society. 

“In socialist and communist systems,” he 
Says, “power tends to reside in a few---the 
planners and government officials, 
primarily. In democratic free enterprise 
systems, power is diffused. It really does 
They are the ones 
who elect government officials, and they 
are the ones who use their earnings and 
income to ‘vote’ for the products they want 
and to determine how those products are 
distributed.” 

We agree with the congressman and 
fervently hope that the people of America 
never lose sight of the unparalleled 
advantages that a free enterprise system 
has made possible. 


Tax revision plan seen as likely to be enacted into law 


Press-Record Washington 
Bureau—President Carter took a good 
look at the bill mandating huge increases 
in Social Security taxes before revealing 
his plan for an income tax cut. 

The implication is that what the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare takes away, the Internal Revenue 
Service will give back. It does not, of 
course, work that way. 

But the $25 billion tax cut package does 
seem designed not only to cut the rates for 
individuals, but to encourage greater 
business activity and, hopefully, more 
jobs. 

Rates would be reduced outright next 
Oct. 1, according to the Carter proposals. 
Individual cuts would take the form of 
reduced percentage rates or increased 
personal credits. 

Corporate tax rates would be slashed by 
four percent in two stages through Jan. 1, 
1980. 

The president, also suggests that taxes 
for unemployment insurance be cut while 
investment tax credits are maintained at 
present levels instead of being decreased 
as scheduled. 


The end of the excise tax on telephone 
bills, a luxury tax adopted during World 
War II. is also a part of the Carter program 
and is welcome 

Little opposition is likely to develop for 
the tax cut plans. The goal of business 
stimulation demands no less, especially in 
the wake of the Social Security tax boosts. 

Even-so, the president's program seems 
destined for a rough journey through 
Congress, primarily because of its tentative 
bids for “reform.” The Carter hope of 
putting a SO percent ceiling on the 
deductibility of business meals has stirred 
the wrath of businesspeople and labor 
unions alike. 

The president dropped more ambitious 
efforts to revise capital gains benefits. 

The Carter tax package seems to be a 
workmanlike progfam to stimulate 
business activity with corresponding 
benefits throughout the economic 
structure. 

Tt is not a “reform” program, however, 
which probably enhances its overall 
potential for surviving the congressional 
processes. |

In fact, few regulations 
have been eliminated. 

Most of the 1,100 were 
simply cut from the books of 
the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration 
(OSHA) because they were 
obsolete or duplicated regu- 
lations already being en- 
forced by some other agency. 
Net benefit for the business 
person: zero.

“That apparently is be- 


_ cause they are often obtained 


drivers’ licenses and drove as 
a result of having been in the 
driver education course.’’ 

The researchers simply 
threw up their hands at pro- 
posals that motorcyclist 
training be increased in U.S. 
high schools. 

Based on the results of 
driver education in this coun- 
try, they said, motorcyclist 
training ‘would likely worsen 
the present, situation sub- 
stantially.” Robertson 
Zador point out that motor- 
cycles and mopeds (motor- 
ized bicycles) have far higher 
death rates than automobiles. 

The institute study con- 
cedes that everybody should 
learn to drive before ventur- 
ing out on the highway in an 
automobile. And it adds ‘that 
“the lack of effect of present- 
ly used driver education pro- 


grams should not deter the 
search for means of improv- 
ing the skills, lnowledge and 
attitude of drivers.” 

“However, programs 
aimed at such improvement 
should be demonstrated:to be 
effective in scientifically, 
well-designed experiments 
before they are adopted for 
widespread ise.” 

As a final indictment of 
driver education, the study 
concludes that ‘programs 
which increase confidence 
that. risk has been reduced, 
when in fact it has not, are far 
worse than no programs at 
all. Such isthe case with 
driver education." 

‘The report is likely to stir 
up considerable controversy. 
Most states and communities 
that offer public schoo! driver 
education claim it not only 
has given young drivers bet- 
ter skills than their natural 
instincts provide, but has 
made most of them more 
conscious of how to avoid ac- 
cidents.

“The fixed liquid-level 
gauging device may be so 
constructed that the outward 
flow of container content ex- 
ceeds that passed by a No, 54 
drill-size opening, but in no 
case shall the flow exceed 
that passed by a No. 31 drill- 
size opening.” 

‘An example of the kind of 
regulation the reformers took 
out: 

“No employer shall change 
the method used by him to de- 
termine calendar quarters 
except at the beginning of a 
calendar year.” 

Two of the regulations 
eliminated were on OSHA's 
list-of the ‘top-10 most vio- 
lated .standards.”

Disability benefit rules are explained 


For the worker who becomes

Q. Who can get disability 
benefits? 

A. Social Security disability 
benefits can be paid to disabled 
workers under 65 and their 
families if he or she has worked 
long enough under Social 
Security to have disability 
protection. 

Most workers need Social 
Security work credits for at 
least five out of the 10 years 
before the onset of disability, 

Workers 31 or older who 
become disabled may need 
more than five years of work 


disabled before 31, the 
requirement ranges downward 
with age, to as little as 1% 
years, 

Special rules apply to blind 
people. 

A person who becomes 
disabled before 22 qualifies — if 
a parent (or, under certain 
conditions, a grandparent) who 
was covered under Social 
Security retires, becomes 
disabled or dies. These 
payments can continue as long 
as the disability lasts. 

A person disabled before 22 
needs ng Social Security work 
credits to get bene:is.

disabled widow 50 or over 
qualifies if her deceased 
husband had worked long 
enough under Social Security. 
This also applies. to disabled 
widoWers 50 or over — and to 
certain disabled surviving 
divorced wives 50 or over, 

Disabled widows and 
widowers need not have worked 
under Social Security them- 
selves. But they can be eligible 
only if the disability occurs 
before or within seven years 
after the spouse’s death or, in 
the case of a widowed mother, 
before or within seven years 
after the end of her entitlement 
to r other’s benefits. 

Q. Are benefits paid only in 
the cases of permanent 
disability? 

A. No. Benefits can be paid if 
the disability has lasted 12 
months or is to result in death. 
Thus, people having fon- 
permanent impairments 
resulting from accident or 
illness as well as those with 
chronic conditions can receive 
benefits. 


Q. How much does a disabled 
worker get? 

A. Benefits for a disabled 
worker range from $114.30 to 
$600.40 a month, depending on 
the worker's average monthly 
earnings under Social Security. 

If he or she has dependents, 
monthly. family benefits can 
range from $171.50 to $1,050.70. 

Benefits start following a 
“waiting period’? of five full 
calendar months of disability.

- Jim Henry, the city’s air 
pollution control engineer, said 
the Mlinois Environmental 
Protection Agency has sub- 

_ mitted new regulations which 
local pollution authorities will 
be responsible for enforcing.

The Venice Fire Department 
responded to 53 fewer fires 
during 1977, compared te 1976, 
according to a report submitted 
at the Tuesday night Venice 
Council meeting by Gary 
Wallace, secretary of the Fire 
Department. 

The biggest reduction was:in 
grass and rubbish fires as there 
were 17 such fires in 1977, 
compared to 54 during 1976. The 
department answered a total of 
114 calls last year, down from 
167 during the previous year, a 
drop of 31 percent. 

Showing 1977 figures - first, 
followed by 1976, types of fire 
calls answered by the depart- 
ment were: dwellings 21-28, out- 
of-town 16-25, cars and trucks 
18-21, false alarms 3-7, shed and 
garage 3-7. 

Commercial fires increased 
in 1977 by four and rescue calls 
increased from seven to 11 in 
1977. 

Loss incurred by 1977 fires 


was, $39,600, compared to 
$31,500 in 1976, and loss to 
contents increased from $9,500 _ 
in 1976 to $20,500 last year. 

Loss per capita in 1977 was 
$13.25, compared to the 1976 
igure of $8.72.

A state - appropriated 
operating budget of $36,743,500 
and capital improvemients 
totaling $1,652,000 for Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville for the next fiscal year 
were included in budget 
recommendations announced 
Tuesday by the staff of the 
Illinois Board of Higher 
Education. for higher education 
institutions and programs. 

The fiscal year begins July 1, 
1978, 

James Furman, executive 
director of the IBHE staff, said 
he will ask the board to approve 
an operating budget for colleges 
and universities totaling $975.4 
million, an ‘increase of $93.8 
million over current fiscal year 
appropriations of $881.5 million. 

The staff also recommended 
capital improvements at 
colleges and universities 
totaling $125.1 million. 

The IBHE will meet Jan. 10 at 
Rosemont to consider the 
budget recommendations. 

SIUE, with a base operating 
budget of $32,934,700 \in the 
current fiscal year, had 
requested $40,464,100 for next 
year. The! local’ university’s 
capital improvements request 
for next year totaled $32,156,000. 

The capital improvements 
recommended for SIUE by the 
IBHE staff include $641,000 in 
planning funds for the second 
phase, through construction 
documents and construction 
supervision, for a permanent 
facility to house health 
education, physical education 
and recreation programs. 

This project, estimated to 
cost $12,916,000, was previously 
funded in the amount of $190,000 
for planning 

The IBHE staff also is 
recommending $1,500,000 of 
$3,104,000 requested by the 
Southwestern Illinois Public 
Television Corp. for develop- 
ment of an_ educational 
television broadcast facility, 
including a transmitter tower 
and building. The station is to 
utilize the broadcast studio 
facilities at SIUE. 

Other capital improvements 
recommended fors the local 
campus inglude: energy. con- 
servation—central utility 
control, | $257,000; —_ roof 
replacement, Library and Peck 
buildings, $168,000; minor 
remodeling for | Occupational 
Safety and Health Act 
specifications, $241,000; Alton 
center renovation, $301,000; and 
planning for renovation of 
Wagner buildings, $44,000 

Funds recommended for new 
and @xpanded programs at 
SIUE include $110,000 for the 
School of Nursing, $15,000 for 
the bachelor of science in 
engineering, $30,000 for the 
master of science in en- 
vironmental studies, $30,000 for 
the East ‘St. Louis Center and 
$87,000 for the School of Dental 
Medicine. 

SIUE President Kenneth 
Shaw. voiced disappoint ment 
about the $4 million slash in 
proposed operating .funds, 
saying it ‘‘reduces our ability to 
perform the services we feel are 
necessary.” 

He said he is pleased at the 
inclusion of planning funds for 
the gymnasium project; SIUE 
is the only state university i 
Illinois lacking such facilities, 

Furman outlined the main 
components of the IBHE’s 
operating budget recom- 
mendations as follows: 

—An eight percent salary 
increase for’ all state university 
employees, and 10.percent for 
low-salaried, civil service 
workers. 

—A five percent increase in 
funds available to colleges and 
universities for the purchase of 
services and commodities, 
largely to offset expected in- 
flationary advances. 

—An increase of $16.7 million 
to ‘put the State Universities 
Retirement System on a more 
sound financial basis. 

—Increases in funds available 
for energy casts ranging from 
11.5 percent to 16 percent, 
depending on the type of fuel 
used by a college or university, 
such as natural gas, fuel oil, or 
coal. } 

—Increased funding for 
public community colleges of 
$7.2 million, over current ap- 
propriations, or $16.3. million 
when special, nonrecurring 
funding for the current year is 
removed from the base -ap- 
propriation. 

—An additional $9.6 million 
for the Illinois State Scholarship 
Commission’ to fund monetary 
awards for more than 96,000 
financially-needy students next 
year. 

—An additional $6 million for 
new university programs next 
year, and special credit hour 
grants totaling $700,000 for 
program. development and 
improvement at, community 
colleges. :

First, clear any brush 
around the tree that might 
interfere with your work. 
Then pick an escape route 
when the tree begins to fall. 

Next, make an undercut on 
the side toward where you 
want the tree to fall. 

Undercut~ about one-third 
the diameter. of the tree, 
making the bottom (hori- 
zontal) cut first and the 
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ON-ON — S,ON-ON — S,ON-ON : 


downward cut second. Then 
make the backcut about one 
to two inches above the hori- 
zontal cut. This prevents the 
tree from sliding back off the 
stump as it falls. 

The next step is to cut the 
limbs close to the trunk and 
then begin bucking (cutting 
into lengths) pieces as small 
as you want to haul. Buck the 
wood about four inches 
shorter than the length of 
your firebox and buck only 
the sound part — rotten wood 
dries slowly and gives less 
heat. Watch for metal (nails, 
wire) in the wood. 

When bucking a long piece 
on the ground, make all cuts 
almost through or until they 
begin to bind. Then roll the 
piece and finish the cuts. On 
large diameter logs, saw 
about a fourth of the way 
through on the “pinching” 
side, then finish the cut from 
the “opening” side. Next cut 
square ends so pieces will 
stand up for splitting. 

For most wood-burning 
heaters, furnaces and fire- 
places, wood more than six to 
10 inches in diameter should 
be split. 

Split pieces dry faster, 
have more edges to heat and 
are easier to handle. 

‘The best tools for splitting 
wood are a maul and a 
wedge, available at almost 
any hardware store. Ax-split 
wood includes oak, ash and 
beech. Harder to split wood 
includes hickory, elm and 
ironwood. The pieces should 
be stood on end and split 
toward the center. 

The first operation is to 
strike the end of the log in its 
center with the bit side of the 
maul. Don’t overswing — let 
the maul do the work. For 
larger diameter logs and 
hardwoods, place the log on 
end and strike it with a wood- 
chopper's maul to make an 
indentation. 

Next, place the wedge in 
the notch; grip the maul 
handle near the head and 
strike the wedge with the 
hammer end to “set” it in the 
log. Once set, regrip the 
handle and drive the wedge 
into the log until it splits. 
Water in wood makes it 
heavier, reduces heat when 
burned and causes creosote

Stack wood off the ground, 
if possible, so air can circu- 
late under as well as around 
the wood. Or stack it on a 
drier surface such as sand or 
gravel.For best drying, stack 
under a roof. 

Actually, wood should dry 
under cover for a year. There 
is a certain danger to burning 
wood if creosote is allowed to 
form. 

Large, smoldering fires 
form creosote) inside 
chimneys and pipes. If a fire 
is not hot enough, volatile oils 
and tars condense along the 
sides and at the top. With the 
heavy buildup at a high 
temperature this creosote 
then can ignite. 

Don’t start fires with 
volatile liquids or’ news- 
papers. These prpduce the 
danger of high temperature 
and sudden flareups of 
creosote. To reduce creosote 
trouble, burn dry wood in a 
hot, small fire and refuel 
often with smaller amounts of 
wood. 

Short or insulated pipes 
also keep creosote from 
forming. Never burn wet or 
green wood. Burning off the 
excess water loses heat and 
builds creosote. Always keep 
a multi-purpose fire extin- 
guisher (ABC type) to dis- 
charge up the chimney or 
stove pipe. 

Modern homes often 
contain more combustible 
materials than older homes 
with plaster walls. Three feet 
from side walls and ceiling is 
the rule for placement of the 
heating unit unless heat 
shields cover the areas. Pro- 
tect the floor by| placing a 
non-combustible stove plate 
underneath the unit. These 
are available at most hard- 
ware stores.

Naturally sweet, pears are 
a natural. for dessert. A 
classic is fresh pears and 
cheese.. But with these 
recipes, you can go a few 
steps further for some truly 
elegant desserts. 

Surset pears are simmered 
in a rosy cranberry-apple liq- 
uid. Eat them.as is, or spoon 
them over dry cereal, topped 
with yogurt, sour cream or 
even a scoop of vanilla ice 
cream. 


SUNSET PEARS 

1% cups cranberry-apple 
drink 

¥% cup sugar 

2 tbsps. lemon juice 

Dash salt 

4 fresh pears, pared thinly, 
halved and cored 

4 thin lemon slices 

4 thin lime slices 

2 small bay leaves 


Combine cranberry-apple 
drink, sugar, lemon juice and 
salt in a large skillet. Simmer 


, while preparing pears. Place 
* pear halves cut-side down in 


the simmering liquid; cover 
skillet and cook 3 or 4 min- 
utes. 

Turn pears carefully. Add 
lemon and lime slices and 
bay leaves. Cook 3 or 4 min- 
utes longer, or until pears are 
barely tender. Cool in the 
syrup, basting occasionally, 
Makes four servings. Note: 
For deeper color, add a drop 
or two of red food coloring to 
the syrup. 

Royal pears are a truly ele- 
gant dish, taking a little time 
but worth every. bit of the ef- 
fort. Be sure to buy pears 
with their stems still on, then 
peel and core them with’care. 
Use a small end of a melon 
ball cutter, and removes the 
core from the bottom, so you 
have the appearance of a 
plump and perfect pear.

1 tsp. finely shredded

Cover and let simmer while 
preparing pears. 

Peel pears, leaving sterns 
on. Remove cores from bot- 
tom. Place pears in simmer- 
ing syrup and cook, covered, 
about five minutes. Turn 
carefully, cover again and 
cook about five minutes. 

Uncover and cook just until 
pears are tender, turning and 
basting frequently. Remove 
pears with slotted spoon and 
chill. Boil remaining syrup

But fluorocarbons are now 
suspected of causing a deple- 
tion in the Earth's ‘ozone 
layer, which shields the 
Earth from the ultraviolet ra- 
diation of the sun. 

The increase in this radia- 
tion resulting from the fluoro- 
carbon-caused depletion is 
blamed by many authorities 
for the higher incidence of 
skin cancer in the last 10 
years. Scientists also feel it is 
having an adverse effect on 
all plant, marine and animal 
life. 


The new federal require- 
ment is that all spray cans 
containing fluorocarbons be 
so labeled and carry a warn- 


Consumers should be 
aware of the safe alterna- 
tives, Brockway said. 

Hydrocarbons already are 
in use for such products as 
hair sprays, air fresheners, 
window cleaners and various 
industrial sprays, Brockway 
said: 

The makers of most per- 
sonal care products orig- 
inally chose fluorocarbons 
over hydrocarbons because 
fluorocarbons were simpler 
to use, she said. But now, 
faced with a ban on fluoro- 
carbon propellants by 1979, 
manufacturers are looking 
again at ways to use hydro- 
carbons in their aerosol prod- 
ucts. 

The warning on the label 
that fluorocarbon sprays 
“‘may harm the public health 
and environment by reducing 
ozone in the upper at- 
mosphere” is the first part of 
an 1&month phaseout pian. 

The plan was announced 
last summer by three federal 
agencies, the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the Food 
and Drug Administration and 
the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. 

Under the plan, manufac- 
turers. must stop making 
fluorocarbon sprays’ for the 
aerosol market as of Oct. 15, 
1978. All companies now us- 
ing fluorocarbon sprays must 
stop using them in their prod- 


ucts by Dec. 15, 1978. No aero- ° 


sol cans containing fluoro- 
carbon propellants can be 
sold after April 15, 1979. 

Brockway said hydro- 
carbons are environmentaily 
safe because they are un- 
stable chemical compounds 
and dissolve immediately in 
the atmosphere. However, 
fluorocarbons are very stable 
compounds which rise into 
the stratosphere, where they 
can deplete the Earth's ozone 
layer. 

The ozone layer, which is 
five to 30 miles above the 
Earth's surface, provides 
protection from ultra- 
violet rays of the sun, Brock- 
way pointed out.

Termination will be effec- 
tive with the month following 
the month the request is filed 
unless you specify some other 
month, 


Q. I was married over 20 
years and then divorced and I 
receive benefits from my-for- 
mer husband's account. 

His second wife, married to 
him only three years before 
he died also receives benefits. 
How is this possible? — N.C. 

A. The 20-year requirement 
only applies where the mar- 
riage terminated by divorce. 

Where marriage ended by 
death, benefits are payable if 
they married nine months 
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prior to death. If death was 
accidental, or in line of duty 
while in service, the nine 
months requirement may be 
waived. 


Q. Social Security began in 
1937. How come one-third of 
those who receive benefits 
are over 72 and more than 
8,000 are over 100? 

Where does the money 
come from to pay those 
people who have had no em- 
ployee or employer contribu- 
tions to the Social Security 
system? — T.S. 

A. Your’ assumption that 
there were no employee or 
employer contributions is 
incorrect. 

In 1937 some of those who 
are over 100 now would have 
been in their early 60s, work- 
ing and contributing to Social 
Security. Only one and a half 
years of work was ngcessary 
to qualify them for’ monthly 
benefits. 

Some of those may be the 
surviving spouses of workers 
employed in 1937 and later 
years. 

Social Security benefits are 
paid only on the basis of work 
performed in covered em- 
ployment. Certainly those 
who are between 72 and 100 
now would have had ample 
opportunity to work and pay 
into Social Security for as 
long as the law requires. 
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Does hope help 
to fight cancer?

Can hope, the will to get 
well and a purpose for living 
help in a person’s fight 
against cancer? 

“Yes,” answers Robert J. 
McKenna, M.D., director for 
regional activities at the 


LAC-USC Comprehensive - 


Cancer Center. ‘‘Of course, 
this doesn’t guarantee a cure. 
Nor should appropriate medi- 
cal measures be neglected. 

“But in my experience, 
someone with a positive at- 
titude who fights hard and 
wants to get well does better 
than the individual who ‘has a 
hopeless attitude,’’*-he said. 
“Response to various treat- 
ments is apt to be better. Side 
effects tend to be less fre- 
quent and less severe. The 
person is apt to enjoy a better 
quality of life, whether or not 
there’s a cure.” 

Hope should be encouraged 
from the time a cancer diag- 
nosis is suspected, he urges. 

“T think many ‘people in- 
fluence this besides the 
physician. The attitude of 
others on the health care 
team and support from fam- 
ily and friends are very im- 
portant. 

“So is a chance to talk with 
someone who's gone through 
a similar situatien. Let’s say 
a woman is losing a breast 
because of cancer. The best 
of doctors can’t offer the per- 
sonal insights that another 
woman who's come through it 
can. The laryngectomy who 
loses his voice box is en- 
couraged to know, ‘This other 
person has been through it 
‘and learned to talk again. So 
maybe I can, too.’ That gives 
patients goals.” 


McKenna also enkourages 
patients to plan for next 
month and next year. We all 
need goals and hopes and 
dreams, he believes, 

“Too many people think, 
‘Now that I have cancer, I 
can’t do this thing I'd like to 
do.’ But something could 
come up. even if you don’t 
have cancer. You could plan 
a trip to Europe and then run 
short of money. Or a friend 
might need your help.” 

Living each day is a good 
philosophy for everyone, he 
adds. So many of us put off 
until retirement something 
we've always dreamed of do- 
ing. Of course, that’s not to 
imply, “Live today, for to- 
morrow you'll probably die.” 

There's always the chance 
there’s something else that 
might help a cancer patient, 
McKenna reminds us. Cancer 
is hundreds of different dis- 
eases, and- even the same 
cancer may behave a little 
differently in each individual. 

“I think it's important to 
pickya doctor in whom you 
have™ confidence,” he said. 
“But patient or doctor 
shouldn’t hesitate, at any 
point to get a second medical 
opinion. 

“Family doctors can play a 
special part in emotional sup- 
port,”” McKenna notes, ‘Var- 
ious specialists may see a 
patient, but the family doctor 
has continuing contact. The 
personal touch is so im- 
portant.” 

Emotional support isn’t 
something we can sit down 
and measure, says McKenna. 
“We don’t have all the an- 
swers. But we do know it can 
do a lot of good."

Candidate Martin-Trigona's 
past being cited in campaign

Anthony R. Martin-Trigona’s 
penchant for accusing judges 
and attorneys of being crazy or 
corrupt — or both — resulted in 
1973 in his being denied ad- 
mission to practice law in 

Illinois. 

Now, that denial — and the 
circumstances triggering it — 
have surfaced again in Martin- 
Trigona’s campaign against 
Alex R. Seith for the 
Democratic nomination tom the 
US. Senate. 

Those proceedings calebatas 
many questions about Martin- 
Trigona’s own judgment as they 
did about the judges and at- 
torneys he was castigating, 
political opponents believe. 

After an Attorneys’ Review 
Committee refused to certify 
that Martin-Trigona had the 
“requisite good moral 
character and fitness” to 
practice law, he took his case to 
the Illinois Supreme Court. 

“The record overwhelmingly 
establishes that he lac! he 
qualities of responsibility, 
candor, fairness, self-restraint, 
objectivity and respect for the 
judicial system which are 
necessary adjuncts to the or- 
derly ‘administration of 
justice.” 

At his committee hearings, 
Selective Service records were 
introduced showing he was 
deemed unfit for military 
service because he suffered 
from a “moderately severe 
character defect, manifested by 
well-documented ideation with 
a paranoid flavor and a gran- 
doiose character.” 

Martin-Trigona bajked at the 
committee’s recommendation 
that he submit toa psychiatric 
examination. 

Instead, he presented an 
affidavit from his personal 
psychologist that any emotional 
problems he had were due to 
factors that had been’ recon- 
ciled. 

The court said it did not need 
to consider the ‘‘myriad issues” 
of his stability; it found enough 
wrong in his conduct to justify 
denying admission to practice, 
it concluded. 

Among the things the court 
cited were: 

—His accusations that the 
court was corrupt and already 
had decided his case. 

—His attempt to vacate a 
finding against him on the 
grounds the judge had such a 
“pathological antipathy” 
toward him that she was 
“temporarily mentally insane” 
(the case involved a parking 
violation). 

—His charge that another 
judge was insane, had solicited 
a bribe from him, Martin- 
Trigona, and had conspired to 
deprive him of property. 

—His letter to an attorney, 
suffering from what the court 
termed a mild case of cerebral 
palsy, in which Martin-Trigona 
referred to the attorney as a 
“‘palsied lunatic’' and described 
him as “shaking and tottering 
and drooling like an idiot.” 

The court record has been 
used by Seith against him, but 
Martin-Trigona said he has no 
intention of trying to clear the 
record by reapplying for ad- 
mission. 

“I sort of wear it (the denial) 
as a badge of courage to say I 
am too honest to be an attorney . 

."’ Martin-Trigona told this 
office. 

“T would be muzzled. I 
especially could not fight 
corruption in the courts because 
they could yank my license.” 

He refers to himself as a

lawyer, an expert on the law, 
rather than as an attorney, one 
licensed to practice. He still can 
represent himself and take on 
“public interest” cases, 

Martin-Trigona, given to 
paint himself astride a white 
charger, said the court record is 
a “positive force’ in his 
campaign. ° 

“It shows me to be a man of 
utter incorruptibility,”’ he said. 

He said his Selective Service 
record was improperly in- 
troduced. He said he was trying 
to get out of the draft because 
his girl friend was dying of a 
“very bizarre brain condition’”’ 
and had been entrusted to his 
care by her mother. 

He explained the draft board 
members’ assessment of his 
mental condition by saying he 
told them he was suing the 
President for his conduct of the 
Vietnam war and would sue 
them if he were drafted. 

‘As for his charges against 
other lawyers and judges, he 
makes no apologies. 

“] would offer to prove they 
are crazy and are corrupt,” he 
said. “But I am running for the 


Senate; I am not rannigg to 
prove Illinois vis judges are crooks. 
and fools.” 

He said Seith, an att¢Tney, 
‘tried to use the court retords 
and ‘he found they would not 
sell.”” 

Martin-Trigona has coun- 
tered with a guilt-by-association 
attack against Seith. 

He says Seith’s law firm) (but 
not Seith personally) was in- 
dicted for alleged securities 
fraud. 

He also says Seith is chair- 
man of the Chicago Zoning 
Board, and that the board's 
chief clerk was. indicted for 
allegedly taking-a $50,000 bribe. 

He said the court investigated 
his own “‘sex life, bankbook and 
political, beliefs’ and found 
nothing damaging. 

Martin-Trigona said attempts 
by Seith to recall his ‘past 
scrapes with the judges and 
attorney have only helped him. 

“It has given me a spectre 
that I was the guy they were 
trying to get ... , °Martin- 
Trigona said. 

He said he would rather be a 
martyr than an attorney.

Gary Schoenberger 
Louis’ Wolf Sanctuary will 
speak to the Sierra Club about 
North America’s imperiled 
wolves and other wildlife at the 
club’s monthly meeting on 
Monday, Jan. 9, at 7:30 p.m. at 
the First Presbyterian Church 
in Alton. 

Topic of Schoenberger’s talk 
will be “Wolves and the Critical 
Problems of Wildlife.” 

“Most wolves have been 
exterminated by! man,” says 
the 25-year-old Schoenberger. 


“This elimination of wolves- 


through hunting,’ trapping and 
poisoning has been harmful, 
ignorant, and arrogant.” 

“Our virtual loss of the wolf is 
sad,” comments the staff 
member of the Wild Canid 
Survival and Research Center. 
“We should look upon the wolf 
as a friend because we depend 
upon him.” 

The wolf handler and wildlife 
lecturer goes on to say that ‘'the 
wolf plays a vital part in the 
chain of life ... his survival is 
geared in large part to our 
survival. And in the final 
analysis, the wolf is a 
magnificent and beautiful 
animal.” 

With the exception of some 
wolves in northern Minnesota, 
Isle Royale National Park in 
Lake Superior, and a few 
scattered other remnants, 
wolves have disappeared from 
the continental U.S. 

Wolves are still subject to 
harassment and controversial 
hunting in Alaska and Min- 


of St., 


nesota. Until stopped by court 
injunction, the Alaska Fish and 
Game Comfhission sanctionéd 
aerial hunting of wolves, 

Wildlife activist Schoen- 
berger handles most of the 
educational programs in the St. 
Louis area for WCSRC — Wild 
Canid and Research Center, He 
is also on its board of directors. 

Schoenberger is also one of 
three people in charge of the 
care and feeding of the sanc- 
tuary's 13 wolves. He has toured 
‘New York and Ontario with 
nationally-recognized John 
Harris and his socialized 
wolves, ‘‘Rocky” and 
“Mariah.” » * 

When Rocky died, Schoen- 
berger wrote “Plea for, the 
Wolf” in Rocky's memory. It 
has appeared in numerous 
publications, including thdse of 
the Sierra Club. It was | also 
recently read on the . Dinah

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Federal income tax 
deductions revised

Many letters received from 
my readers have contained 
inquiries regarding changes 
in the Federal tax laws. For 
the next few columns I will be 
discussing some of the sig- 
nificant changes brought 
about by the Tax Reduction 
and Simplification Act of 
1977. 

— NEW STANDARD DE- 
DUCTION: For 1977 and later 
years, the two-part standard 
deduction, i.e., the minimum 
low-income allowance and 
the percentage standard de- 
duction, which applied in 1976 
and prior years, is elimi- 
nated. It is replaced with 
what is, in effect,‘a flat stand- 
ard deduction, This flat 
standard deduction is $3,200 
for married persons filing 
joint returns, $1,600 for mar- 
ried persons filing separate 
returns, and $2,200 for’ single 
persons. Heads of households 
are entitled to the same 
standard. deduction figure 
applicable to single persons. 

— ZERO BRACKET 
AMOUNTS: It should be 
noted that the term ‘‘stand- 
ard deduction” no longer ap- 
pears in the law. The new flat 
standard deduction amounts 
mentioned above are now 
called “zero bracket 
amounts.” These amounts 
appear as the lowest tax 
brackets in the new tax tables 
and rate schedules, with each 
such bracket bearing'a tax 
rate of zero (from which the 
name is derived)..Since these 
flat amounts are built into the 
tax tables and rate schedules 
as zero rate brackets, they 
benefit all individual taxpay- 
ers — whether or not they 
itemize. Taxpayers whose 
itemized deductions exceed 
the flat standard deduction 
amounts may deduct their 
excess itemized deductions 

— NEW TAX TABLES 
AND RATE SCHEDULES: 
Lower rates are in effect. In 
order to simplify the compu- 
tation of tax liability and to 
reflect the new standard de- 
duction figures (zero bracket 
amounts) and the extension 
of the general tax credit, the 
act directs the Internal Reve- 
nue Service to prescribe tax 
tables for 1977 and 1978 that 
are to be used by taxpayers 
below a certain income level.

These tax tables will incor- 
porate the standard deduc- 
tion, personal exemptions, 
and the general tax credit. 
The act also adopted the new 
rate schedules which are to 
be used mostly by higher 
income taxpayers for 1977 
and later years. These rate 
schedules incorporate the 
new standard deduction 
figures but do not incorporate 
personal exemptions or the 
general tax credit. 

The new Tax Tables are to 
be used by individual taxpay- 
ers whether or not they 
itemize their deductions 
(taxes, medical expenses, 
etc.). The rates in these 
tables are based on ‘‘tax table 
income.” Certain persons are 
excluded from using the new 
Tax Tables, They are as fol- 
lows: an estate or trust; any 
individual who claims the 
exclusion for foreign earned 
income; any individual who 
claims the alternative capital 
gains tax; any individual who 
averages his income; any in- 
dividual who computes his 
tax under the maximum tax 
provisions on personal serv- 
ice income; 4nd any indi- 
vidual who makes a short 
period return (less than 12 
months) on account of a 
change in annual accounting 
period. 

— TAX TABLE INCOME: 
The term ‘‘tax table income” 
relates to the income 
brackets appearing in the 
new tax tables. The meaning 
of the term varies according 
to whether an individual 
itemizes or does not itemize 
his deductions. 

For a non-itemizer tax 
table income is adjusted 
gross income, Thus, a non- 
itemizer will simply deter- 
mine his adjusted gross 
income and look up his tax 
liability in the appropriate 
tax table under the tax table 
income bracket covering his 
adjusted gross income 
amount. No computation of 
the standard deduction, per- 
sonal exemptions, or the gen- 
eral tax credit is necessary 
because these items have al- 
ready been built into the new 
tax tables. Because the 
standard deduction is built 
into the tax tables, an indi- 
vidual whose itemized deduc- 
tions exceed his standard de- 
duction is entitled to deduct 
his itemized deductions only 
lo the extent such deductions 
exceed his standard deduc- 
tion. Thus, an individual must 
reduce the total amount of his 
itemized deductions by the 
amount of his standard de- 
duction (zero bracket 
amount) and then subtract 
the remaining itemized de- 
ductions from his adjusted 
gross income. The result is 
the taxpayers’ tax table 
income. 

A special computation is 
required of certain indi- 
viduals, as described below, 
to determine tax table

income. A married person 
filing a separate return 
where either spouse itemizes 
deductions. Where one spouse 
itemizes, then the other 
spouse also must itemize; 
Non-resident aliens; a U.S. 
citizen who is entitled to 
exemption under Code Sec. 
931 for income from U.S. pos- 
sessions; and an individual 
who meets all of the following 
conditions: (a) is either 
under 19 years of age or is a 
full-time student in an educa- 
tional institution for some 
part of five calendar months 
during the year, (b) may be 
claimed as a dependent on his 
parents return, and (c) has 
any unearned’ income 
(dividends, interest, etc.) for 
the year. 

The above individuals fol- 
low the same steps as those 
outlined previously in deter- 
mining tax table income, but 
then they must take an extra 
step to reach their final tax 
table income. This extra step 
involves another term which 
is new to the tax law scene — 
“unused zero bracket 
amount.” 

The zero bracket amount is 
the same as the taxpayer’s 
standard deduction amount. 
The unused. zero bracket 
amount is an amount equal to 
the excess, if any, of the tax- 
payer’s zero bracket amount 
(standard deduction amount) 
over his itemized deductions. 
If there is any unused zero 
bracket amount, the tax- 
payer must increase his ad- 
justed gross income by such 
amount. When this extra step 
is completed, the taxpayer 
has arrived at his tax table 
income 

‘These changes in the law 
are necessary because the 
standard deduction is built 
into the tax tables and, as re- 
quired by law, a married per- 
son filing separately must 
itemize deductions if his or 
her spouse itemizes deduc- 
tions. The effect is to prevent 
a married taxpayer filing 
separately from obtaining the 
benefit of the full built-in 
standard deduction when his 
or her itemized deductions 
are lower than the standard 
deduction amount. 

‘A special rule applies to an 
individual as described pre- 
viously as meeting conditions 
(a), (b), and (c). If such indi- 
vidual's earned income 
exceeds his itemized deduc- 
tions, such earned income is 
to be substituted for the 
itemized deductions in arriv- 
ing at the final tax table 
income. 

Because of the built-in 
standard deduction in the tax 
tables and the law require- 
ment that the standard de- 
duction of a dependent minor 
or student with unearned 
income may not exceed his 
earned income, the extra step 
or special rule is necessary to 
limit the taxpayer’s deduc- 
tion to earned income.

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Knee joint—it's 
basically unstable

Q. I tore the cartilage in my 
knee while playing tennis six 
months ago, ‘had to have an 
operation and they took out 
pieces of,cartilage. 

The doctor said that after 
the operation my knee would 
be as good as new, but, it’s 
now four months since the 
surgery and it still swells up 
and doesn’t feel normal. 

Do you think something 
else could have been wrong? 
Will more X rays show! why 
I'm still having trouble? 

I'm afraid to do any exer- 
cise because if the same thing 
happened to the.other knee I 
would practically be a 
cripple. Is there any way of 
preventing a cartilage tear? 

A. The most common cause 
for prolonged recovery from 
knee surgery is insufficient 
physiotherapy. This means 
you need to restore the nor- 
mal protection that muscles 
provide for the knee joint. 

‘The knee joint is basically a 
very unstable joint. The 
bones are kept together by 
tough ligaments ‘and a joint 
capsule that surrounds the 
joint, 2 
Even though ligaments are 
tough, they are not very 
elastic so they can’t be 
stretched or twisted without 
tearing. The powerful 
muscles and their tendons 
which cross the front and 
back of the knee are its major 
protectors. Any weakness in 
these muscles allows more 
strain to be transmitted to the 
rigid tissues like the liga- 
ments, 

The cartilages between the 
ends of the bones are at- 
tached to the ligaments so 
that certain kinds of twists 
exerting their pull on these 
ligaments may tear the 
cartilage. 

It is normal for the joint to 
swell after the operation and 
fluid will reaccumulate with 
walking for a number of 
weeks after surgery but 
eventually this stops. As soon 
as possible exercises must be 
started again and kept up. 

‘The most important muscle 
is the quadriceps which is the 
large bulky muscle compos- 
ing most of the front of the 
thigh and attaching to the 
kneecap by a strong tendon. 
This muscle functions almost 
every time the knee is bent. 

By sitting on a table and 
lifting the lower leg until it is 
straight out horizontal, this 
muscle gets its best exercise. 
Doing this 15 to 20 times twice 
daily restores tone to this 
muscle. By adding weights to 
the foot, one can then get 
strength in the., quadriceps 
and by the time you are lift- 
ing 30 to 40 pounds of weight 
15 to 20 Limes twice a day, you 
will have a well protected 
knee joint. 

It may take six months to a 
year to restore normal func- 
tion tothe knee but it is far 
better to doit now than to risk 
new injury. This same exer- 
cise will protect the other 
knee against all but the most 
extreme types of motior 
experienced in most. sports. 

Tennis. because of the fre- 
quent twists of the body while 
the foot is fixed to the ground 
gets to be a particularly 
hazardous sport with regard 
to the knees and requires 
more conditioning than most 
people achieve. a 


Q. My grandfather is 76 
years old and has always 
been in good health except for 
a cigarette cough. He has 
coughed for as long as I can 
remember. 

‘About three months ago he 
started to cough up some 
blood — not a whole lot but 
little clots of it when he 

coughs really hard. 

Tr tey to’ get him to'go tod 
doctor but he absolutely 
refuses, just says it's from 
straining hard when he 
coughs. Of course, he won’t 
stop smoking either. 
™“T realize there's no way of 
knowing éxactly what’s 
wrong but I read’ so much 
about cancer and I'm afraid 
that’s what -he has, I know 
he’ll never have an operation. 

Is it possible that it is only 
from straining? 

A. Of course it’s possible 
but rather, unlikely. Blood 
vessels don’t break that 
easily in that location unless 
they break ‘in other areas 
also, or there is a bleeding 
tendency from something af- 
fecting blood clotting. In 
those cases bleeding from the 
gums is common and even in 
your grandfather is possible 

ially if his gums are 
infected, inflammed or 
abnormal in any way. 

Blood from the nose or 
sinuses can also drip down 


into the larynx and be 


coughed up. 
Growths on the larynx can 


bleed but more commonly 
cause hoarseness also. 
There is a wide variety of 


ailments of the lung associ- 
ated with coughing up blood 
but the more frequent ones in 
his age group and smoking 
habit“ includes tuberculosis, 
bronchiectasis, emphysema 
and tumor. Tuberculosis, al- 
though less common than 
years ago is not unusual espe- 
cially in the older age group. 
Sputum tests will help greatly 
in determining if this is 
present. 

Bronchiectasis is a condi- 
tion in which infection in the 
lung destroys some of the air 
sacs and results in widening 
of the tiny bronchial tubes 
and tendency to produce a lot 
of sputum often with blood, 
and small infected areas of 
lung and scar ftssue. 

Emphysema results in 
stretched, -ballooned out air 
sacs and causes shortness of 
breath as its major symptom. 

Malignant tumors are more 
common in smokers and are 
also a strong possibility. 

X ray of the chest would 
help greatly in pointing to one 
or the other although it might 
not give any definite answers. 
Without some tests to know 
what treatment to give but 
for whatever comfort it gives, 
there are other possibilities 
besides cancer. 

For the protection of others 
he comes into contact with, 
some simple tests to rule out 
tuberculosis would be essen- 
tial especially if small grand- 
children are ever around.

considered low-income area

Community Development 
grant funds will pay for 
resurfacing streets serving low- 
income areas.

No major shortage of 


(Press-Record 
Washington Bureau) 

An anticipated severe 
shortage of space for storing 
grain — as a result of bumper 
crops and low prices — has not 
materialized. 

A U.S. Department of 
Agriculture economist, Jim 
Naive, says, “In terms of both 
on-farm and off-farm storage, it 
is being handled much better 
than expected. 

“There was 


very little 


problem getting the wheat ° 


under cover. The same is 
generally true of the feed grains 
— corn, soybeans, sorghums, 
oats and barley. 

“The wet season stretched out 
the harvest so that we did not 
get in as much as fast as we 
thought we would. And we know 
there has been a lot of on-farm 
storage built this year.” 

Concerned with the possible 
shortage of elevator space or 
other storage facilities, the 
USDA has a loan program to aid 
in building on-farm grain bins. 

The USDA also recently 
changed the duration ‘of the 
loans in an effort to move this 
year’s crop out before the next 
year’s crop comes in. 

“We think we have handled 
the crop much better than 
anticipated,’ Naive said. 

‘That is not to say you won't 
see grain stored outdoors or see 
piles of corn.” 

Naive said there have been 
some spotty instances of 
storage shortages, but that this 
should not present a problem if 
sales are sufficient that it can 
be moved indoors during 
January. 

If there should be another 
bumper grain crop, and this 
year’s crop does not move well 
in the marketplace, Naive said 
there could be a problem later 
in the year. 

He said there could be a space 
shortage in. 1978 if there are 
three or four consecutive weeks 
of dry weather next fall during 
the harvest season and all the 
crops start coming in at the 
same time. 

One offsetting _ factor, 
however, is an expected decline 
in this year’s winter wheat crop. 

Winter wheat, which 
represents about three-fourths 
of the total wheat crop, is ex- 
pected to be down about 13 
percent from last year. 

Both the USDA and private 
industry are concerned about 
improving the quality of the 
mountains of grain that are in 
storage.

marketing firm ‘based in 
Minneapolis, Minn., reports 
U.S. growers have stockpiled 
enough wheat, 2.4 billion 
bushels, to meet the bread 
needs of the nation for more 
than 12 years, 

Stocks of feed grains are up to 
60 percent from last year. 

Henry H. Kaufmann, director 
of grain research for Cargill, 
said that, ideally, farmers 
should store grain in 
professionally-managed ele- 
vators equipped to deal with 
such problems as molds, insects 
and weather. 

“If farmers cannot or do not 
choose to do that, it is essential 
to get grains off the ground and 
into areas that can keep tem- 
perature and moisture levels 
relatively constant,"’ he said. 

Kaufmann’s laboratory, a 
scaled-down grain elevator, is 
the only _ privately-owned 
facility in the U.S. devoted 
entirely to discovering new 
ways for caring for stored 
grain. 


Among systems developed 
there are devices for measuring 
temperature changes in stored 
grain — an early earning or 
spoilage or infestation of insects 
— an aeration system, and a 
probe that checks the quality 
and nutrition of ‘grains. 


He says one area of in- 
vestigation that may hold 
promise is underground grain 
storage. 


Laboratory research shows 
mold growth is minimal bet- 
ween 45 and 55 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and ground tem- 
peratures below the frost line 


‘storage space for grain 


remain just under 55 degrees all 
year, Kaufmann said. 

The USDA also is conducting 
research at its Manhattan, 
Kan., center into the handling of 
mold control and high-moisture 
grain, primarily corn. 

Dr. Lyman S. Henderson, a 
member of the USDA's 
research staff at its Beltsville, 
Md., research center, said the 
USDA, has experimented wih 
underground storage in several 
foreign countries. and found it 
does “help prevent molds and 
insects. 

But grain storers in the U.S. 
have not shown any great in- 
terest. 

“It has never been a matter of 
appeal to the storage people,” 
he said, “because it is an ex- 
pensive proposition.”
